The soil here 
is too rich for it; so, in self-defense, its im- 
lense roots, after a few years, seek the sur- 
face. The older trees have numerous little 
tender branches that spring directly from this 
surface root and grow straight up through the 
thick branches, trying ta reseh the Hght, There 
is one in the garden, eight years old, with a 
height of 50 feec and a diameter of three, At 
about. two feet above the ground the trunk di- 
yides into two smaller trunks, cach sending off 
long, siraight branches. Its roots are just be- 


ginning to appear. ‘It is an ideal tree for a 
children’s playground, with possibilities for 
climbing about aud even fer keeping house 


among its hospitablesbranches. 

The section of acclimatization is very tnter- 
esting. Here may be seen_the result of assidu- 
ous efforts to cultivate various exotic aa well 
indigenous plants. One very notable success 
has been that of the cultivation of the yerba 
mate of Paraguay. After a number of frult- 
less efforts M, Thays succeeded by the follow- 
ing method: The seeds were placed in water 
almost bolling hot; every six hours the hot wa- 
ter was renewed. This was kept up for four 
days; then the seeds, three in number, were 
pressed out of their little sheath and planted 
in a special soil, covered to a’ certain depth 
and kept constantly moist. Six months’ time, 
and even a year {in some instances, was need- 
ed for the sprouting. When the plants grew 
to be 23 inches high they were placed in sep- 
arate pots; when 12 inches, they were planted 


in the garden, where some of them have now. 


reached a height of 12 feet. What Is particular-

The collection of ferns is very large, from 
the innumerable varieties of the dainty maiden- 
hair to the tree fern.

One very rare variety from 
the region of the Andes is always shown to 
visitors. Jt is particularly ugly, with its long. 
sulif stalks in spiny ridges. 

Among the water lilies, the Victoria regia, 
with its enormous pads, is a great curiosity 
to foreigners, though {it abounds in the north- 
ern provinces of the republic, and is called 
jrupe by the Guarani Indians. It ts also said 
to have a leaf so thick and strong that it will! 
bear the wetght of a baby several months old. 
There is only one large plant growing ‘al aire 
libre” in this garden, and it is the pride of the 
pond.
